Group (II), Claims 31-40 and 45-46, as specifically drawn to a method of detecting cancer, 
wherein the protein capable of recognizing a specific modified sugar chain structure of 
carcinoembryonic antigens is a lectin, classified in class 435, subclass 4 ; and 

Group (III), Claims 47-56, as specifically drawn to a kit for detecting cancer, classified in 
class 435, subclass 810. 



Applicants hereby elect the subject matter of Group (I), Claims 31-44, as specifically drawn 
to a method of detecting cancer, wherein the protein capable of recognizing a specific modified 
sugar chain structure of carcinoembryonic antigens is an antibody, classified in class 435, 
subclass 7.23, for prosecution in this application. Further, applicants respectfully elect i) Anti-Le a 
antibody as a species for the prosecution of the above-identified patent application.
